CORRESPONDENCE. 


THE REFORM SYNAGOGUE. 


Sir.— Your editorial notes of last week contain so strange an attack upon 
the Reform section of the community that it is difficult to understand the 
reason for this sudden change of tone on the part of a paper which for years has 
been by no means hostile towards reform. To bring against the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews such charges as the “absence of positive virtue in 
working for good.” and of abstaining from benevolent work among_ their 
fellow creatures is preposterous. One can only suppose that such statements 
have been written by someone who is entirely uninformed about Jewish 
affairs. It is notorious that no single congregation in London has 
contained so large a proportion of the most benevolent as well as 
the most zealous Jews in England. Moreover, those whose names were 
revered in the public mind as the fervent representatives of Judaism in this 
country, were identified with the Reform Synagogue of London from its founda- 
tion. No more zealous Israelites have ever been known, either in England or 
on the Continent, than those who were particularly associated and identified 
with the West London Synagogue of British Jews. And what has distinguished 
these men from other Jews who have occupied prominent positions were the 
very qualities which you declare to be absent from that section, namely, religious 
fervour. There have been many Jews of distinction who have cared little or 
nothing for Judaism, but they have not been members of the Reform Synagogue. 

As to your remark that our synagogue has failed to hand on the traditions 
of Judaism and that we had “severed the connection with the heart and 
life-blood of Judaism,” I maintain that this is as gross a misrepresentation 
of areligious movement as could appear. It is utterly and entirely false. On 
the contrary, the Reform movement in England has rescued Judaism from utter 
oblivion in a number of instances. The renegade Jews of the last generation 
were the offspring of so-called “ orthodox” people. And at the present day it 
is almost an invariable rule that those Jews and Jewesses who care least and 
know least about the Jewish religion belong to families who’ have held aloof 
from the Reform movement. | 

But your article disproves itself, for you admit that the members who 
interest themselves, &c., &c., are well-known philanthropists, who are to the 


fore in every humane work, and would be connected with any movement from 


which good might flow. If that be the case what greater proof could you have that 
adherence to the Reform Synagogue has not made them worse Jews and Jewesses. 
As a matter of fact the Reform Synagogue has had a wider. influence in 
improving the condition of other synagogues than: your writer is aware. We 
know what the public worship was before the Reform movement took place, 
and we know what it is now. To that movement is due the creation at least of 
an educated ministry. To members of that congregation is due also 
the formation of the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Jews’ Infants’ 
Schools, the Russo-Jewish Committee, and, indeed, the awakening 
of public opinion throughout the country upon the persecution of the Jews in 
Russia and Roumania. For many years the only spokesmen in Parliament on 
behalf of the Jewish race suffering abroad were members of that congregation. 
namely, Sir Francis Goldsmid and Sir John Simon. Their adherence to the 
yrinciples of rehgious reform did not prevent them acting as pioneers in the 
baile for the emancipation of the Jews. No Jews in any country are more 
zealous workers than Mr. Frederic Mocatta and Mr. Claude Montefiore, two of 
the most attached members of that congregation. 

Your editorial comments are positively insulting to every conscientious 
member of that congregation, and I venture to say that the proportion of 
earnest Jews and Jewesses in that particular synagogue is at least equal to that 
of any other congregation in London or elsewhere, notwithstanding the fact 
that we have to suffer from the nominal membership of people who are callous 
and who abound on the roll of all synagogues.

Sik,—I am afraid that in replying to so much of Mr. Prag’s letter as refers 
eee to me, I am assisting to invest Mr. Prag’s views with an importance 
they do not intrinsically merit. On the other hand, if I leave him unanswered. 
he may fancy I cannot answer him effectually; and so I think it as well to run 
the risk of the former alternative so as to escape the latter. 

Mr. Prag denies that at the first meeting of our Committee he expressed 
the view that Colonel Goldsmid did not desire to be consulted from time to 
time. I regret my recollection of what occurred does not tally with what 
Mr. Prag states, but on the contrary that the meeting in question was not a 
very late one and that when I left, Mr. Praz was still in the room in which the 
meeting was held. Mr. Prag asks me to show him the “ minute” containin 
the “ proposition” relative to Colonel Goldsmid. But I never said that a forma 
cages was taken upon the subject—it was merely the expression of Mr. 

rag’s opinion which I ventured to confirm. ‘Mr. Prag knows full well that the 
minutes of our meetings never have been taken “with an elaboration and a 
regard for minutia”—I hope I take minutes in better form than that. Asa 
matter of fact the minutes record only definite resolutions passed and definite 
business transacted. Hence the minutes will not assist us one way or another 
as Mr. Prag of course, knew when he appealed to them. 

But if we accept Mr. Prag’s story of.this incident at our first meeting we 
find ourselves tossed on to the other horn of the dilemma his denial has 

rovided. Because the question naturally fellows: Why did he not see that 

olonel Goldsmid was having the details supplied to him as the Scheme was 
being built up? Mr. Prag himself appreciates his difficulty on this point and 
endeavours to dismiss it by saying that he thought the Chairman and myself 
having before us “a clear direction in the resolution constituting the Com- 
mittee,” would have supplied Colonel Goldsmid with the details from time to 
time. But the excuse tendered will not do. For, the resolution referred to by 
Mr. Prag appointed Colonel Goldsmid a member of the Committee “in a con- 
sultative capacity only,” so that so far as the resolution was literally concerned 
the Committee were given the “tee of Colonel Goldsmid’s advice ‘as and when 
they felt they required it, and I can find no resolution upon the minutes in 
Mr. Prag’s name or the name of any other member of the Committee proposing 
to consult Colonel Goldsmid before we did. But, when we did arrange to consult 
him, Mr, Prag was present ; he saw me write the letter to Colonel Goldsmid : he 
heard it read over ; its contents indicated quite clearly that that was the first 
letter I had written to Colonel Goldsmid on the subject, yet Mr. Prag expressed 
not a word of surprise that Colonel Goldsmid had not been written to fore,

Sir,—I have just returned after an absence of several weeks, during which 
time I have not had the privilege of perusing the English Jewish press, and | 
find to my great astonishment and to my unspeakable regret that, in the interval, 
by means of a correspondence in your columns, the best interests of Zionism jn 
this country have been unmistakeably and inexcusably betrayed. I have no 
desire to protract the controversy, but the interests of justice have a paramount

First, let me say that when the Committee began to hold its meetings, I was 
deeply impressed by the earnestness of the members and the evident desire of 
all the delegates to rise to the great opportunity placed in their hands of 


presenting to the Zionists of England a scheme of federation worthy of the | 


cause. 

The meetings were long, and the work was arduous, and in the initial stages 
the members seemed to me to rise above all petty and party feeling. I need not 
point out that it was some time before the scheme of federation began to take 
definite shape under our hands. I remember most distinctly, and I make this 
statement having regard to the letter of Mr. Prag in last week's issue of your 
paper, that at the very first meeting the position of Colonel Goldsmid was 
raised. I will not undertake to say whether Mr. Prag was or was not in the 
room at the time, because I have no recollection on that point, but I, myselt, asked 
for my own information, how it was proposed to deal with the valued coadjutor- 
ship of Colonel Goldsmid. The Chairman (Mr. Bentwich) and the Hon. Secre- 
tary (Mr. Greenberg) both suggested that it was useless to trouble Colonel 
Goldamid until we could place in his hands something that would give him an 
idea of the trend of our scheme. | 

When Dr. Gaster was on the point of leaving England for a long period of 
absence, it was deemed desirable to place our work before Colonel Goldsmid 
with the view of his suggestions coming up for our consideration, while we yet 
had the advantage of Dr. Gaster’s presence among us. Dr. Gaster’s journey was 
somewhat hurried, so we had to send our resolutions to Colonel Goldsmid, giving 
him far less time than we thought needful. a 

It appears that, owing to his being away from home on duty, our letter did 
not reach Colonel Goldsmid as soon as we hoped it would. | His reply, when it 
did come, raised two points, one being that we had treated him pavaliatly in not 
consulting him after each meeting ;: the other being a complaint that a telegram 
which he dispatched to Mr. Greenberg had remained unanswered. With regard 
to the first point, it seemed to me an easy thing for one gentleman to be assured 
by a committee of gentlemen that no discourtesy was intended, and that we 
waited to consult him until we had something tangible to place before him. As 
to the telegram, Mr. Greenberg simply avowed that he never received it. That 
was enough for any member of the Committee who knows Mr. Greenberg, and 
I certainly thought it would be sufficient for Colonel Goldsmid. But it was not. 
The Committee gave the Colonel the fullest explanation. Mr. Greenberg 
disavowed the untortunate telegram, and, to my personal astonishment, Colonel! 
Goldsmid, in his reply, refused to alter his attitude in view of anyone's assur- 
ances. He still icin bia of being slighted, and he still harped upon that 
wretched telegram. | | 

I do not hesitate to aver that the Committee did, thereupon, all that gentle- 
men could do or that Colonel Goldsmid could expect. Had it been anyone other 
than Colonel Goldsmid, I would have moved that we proceed straightway to the 
next business. But Colonel Goldsmid is a man whom we all respected, his 
advice was vital to the worth of our Scheme on its appearance before the public, 
and we knew, moreover, that the presentment of any differences among us might 
wreck our Scheme, while the estrangement of one holding the place of Colonel 
Goldsmid in the public regard would certainly mean its possible failure altogether. 
We passed a resolution which I proposed and drafted myself, assuring him in the 
most explicit and abject terms of our innocence of any desire to slight him, and 
we begged him, for the sake of the cause so dear to us and to him, to come to our 
assistance. 

Still he refused and still there was that miserable telegram coming up again 
like a ghost from the dead letter office to haunt us. 

At this point, the attitude of certain members of the Committee began to 
change, and, so far from the unworthy strictures that Mr. Prag passes upon Mr. 
Bentwich and Mr. Greenberg, I can only say that I never knew men so patiently 
and so manfully contend against unfair and ungrateful criticism. Mr. Bentwich s 
conduct in the chair was, throughout, most exemplary. He urged his own 
views with moderation and heard those of others with absolute fairness and 
displayed a tact and consideration for which no one would give him credit who 
reads the 5 he remarks of Mr, Prag in last week’s “ Jewisu CuRONICLE,’ 

_ Well, Mr. Editor, what is the position now? It seems to me that the whole 
Zionist Movement in England is discredited. Other people may think what 


they like, but [ do not mind frankly confessing that if this is to be the spirit. 


of Zionism I, for one, want none of it. I joined the movement because I believed 
in the earnestness and singleheartedness of those who advanced it. It seemed to 
me to be an ideal which would weld together all elements in Judaism in the 
effort to aspire to a goal worth striving for, one difficult enough to reach, but 
still one on an pve path which meant elevation to those who followed it. But 
if Zionism is to be arrested for the sake of keeping up this society or the other 
with its office bearer here and its office bearer there, if the cohesion of Zionists 
in an empire like this can be nullified because a sixpenny telegram goes wrong at 
West Hampstead, if one Zionist can stoop to speak of Mr, Bentwich as Mr. Prag 
does, and if another Zionist can feel towards Mr. Prag as Mr. Bentwich ought

EDWARD THE SECOND’S CONVERTED JEWS. 


Sirn.—In reply to the question of Mr. A. M. Hyamson as to the identifica- 
tion of Ralph i Convers and Alexander le Convers with converted Jews, 
permit me to state that a careful study of the records of the period contained in 
the Close and Patent Rolls, and particularly of those relating to the House of Con- 
verts, has convinced me that in nine-tenths of the places where the surname le 
Convers occurs, a converted Jew is meant, This title appears also to have been 
given to some women who did not reside in the House of Converts, and Mr. 
Hyamson’s explanation of the term as referring to a lay member of a monastery 
will, of course, in these cases scarcely be applicable. Thus in the year 1331 
Queen Isabella, the wife of Edward IL. conferred a special grant of 8d. per day 
upon Isabella la Converse, her god-daughter (filiola sua). This last phrase proves 
that the woman Isabella, who no doubt received her name at baptism in honour 
of her royal sponsor, was formerly a Jewess (see Cotgrave, 8.v.). 

I am further supported in my view of the meaning of Le Convers, by the 
official Calendars of the Rolls, that index the men styled Le Convers under the 
head of converted Jews. Before coming to a definite conclusion upon the matter, 
I consulted Mr. E. Salisbury, who is an authority upon documents of the period, 
and is so courteous and helpful to all who desire to work at the Record Office, 
and he assurred me that my view was the correct one. Mr. M. D. Davis, the 
veteran of Anglo-Jewish historical research, is also of opinion that Le Convers, 
in the vast majority of cases, indicates one who was a Jew by birth.

_ Lour correspondent, presumably, has had little experience of the many 
difficulties to be overcome by the would-be biographer, not the least of which is 

rought before him in that famous dictum of Mrs. Glass, i.c., the necessity of 
catching your hare before you cook it. 

_ The reminiscence most readily offered is not always the most interesting or 
reliable. Reticence is a virtue possessed by many, and although it is irksome to 
the biographer in search of facts—who may be possessed of rare powers of 

scrimination—yet there may be reasons for this reserve or diffidence, and 
unfortunate as it may seem, these interesting records should, in the inevitable 
course of time, be lost to us, we must respect prejudices. Thus, with a few 
exceptions, it isa matter of great difficulty to write of those whose reputations 
Were made thirty years back. Obituary notices are frequently incorrect, and 
the Jewish Year Book with its auto-biographical appreciations falls lamentably 
short of the ideal Jewish “ Who's Who?” X 

I am afraid “ L.” over-estimates the amount of MS. sources of information. 
Thave met with few diaries and only one memoir. There are some Jewish 
Letters and Memoranda at the British Museum treating of men of the last 
century, they are known to all writers on Anglo-Jewish History, and the fact of 
their never having been utilised is a just estimate of their value.

JEWISH BRANCH OF THE wee COUNTRY HOLIDAY 


Sir,—In your issue of the 5th inst. the statement appeared that “the 
Branch which sends away the Jewish children is this year badly in need of 
funds.” That section of the community, however, habitually canvassed would 
seem to have been as responsive as usual, while the organisation of collections 
through the medium of synagogue religion classes. carried out with special zeal 
in some districts, teaches the practical ethics educationalists desire and results in 


substantial aid to the charity. The number of children desiring to be sent away _ 


is always on the increase, so naturally, year by year,more money is required, but 
very much more might be obtained from those who are benefitted by the fund. 
A trouble-taking, earnest-minded school manager, convinced of this, began her 
collection last October for this year’s outing. The weekly pence saved yielded a 
most satisfactory return as compared with previous years: at the same time a 
lesson in thrift was inculeated. School managers possess undeniable facilities 
for making weekly collections. It is much to be desired that the whole-year 
canvass system could be introduced amongst those visitors who, under the 
present met.od, have two or three months to gather in the sums assessed by the 
local committees, Those parents who contribute easily the amount required at 
so short a notice, could, throughout a year, subscribe suflicient to defray nearly 
the entire cost of a child’s holiday, and those really poverty-stricken to whom the 
payment of a few shillings within twelve weeks is difficult, would find the burden 
much lessened by the time extension. 

To organise such collections successfully would entail, as charity work 
undertaken in the highest sense inevitably must entail, continued personal e(fort, 
but it may be hoped that the prospect of developing simultaneously the resources 
of the charity and the self-helpfulness of our poor would be sufficient to ensure 
plenty help.

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BISMARCK AND THE JEWS.

I am writing these lines in the country, far away from | book or news- 
paper file ; it is, therefore, impossible to prove by reference to chapter and verse 
from Bismarck’s speeches that he was merely a passive anti-Semite, so to speak, 
Prince Bismarck, on the contrary. was a real, active anti-Semite, and even more. 
He was the inventor of the modern anti-Semitism, of that peculiarly hateful, 
new-fangled agitation of the Germans as “ Arier” against the Jews as Semites. 
This agitation might have been excused, and even praised, from a German point 
of view, if perfervid German (Teutscher) patriotism had guided the Chancellor 
in this line of action against the Jews. But that this was not the case can clearly 
be shown from the fact that Bismarck never by word or deed encouraged any 
of the Jew-baiting agitators, as long as Jews in the Reichstag — men like 
Lasker, Bamberger, and other Jewish Liberals—spoke and voted with him and 
for bis party. But as soon as Lasker seceded from the “ Cartel,” on account of

The heroes of the new anti - Semitic crusade | enjoyed is 
full protection and = approval. Who can say that Prince. Bismarck 
merely passively tolerated the hideous anti-Semitic atrocities, which 
were at that time perpetrated in Germany, when we recollect that at the same 
period the public prosecutors all over the German Empire from Memel to 
Carlsruhe, under instructions from the Chancellor, and provided by him with 
blank Axnklaye Formularien (forms of indictment) indicted butcher boys 
and nursemaids for /ése Mujesté Bismarck ( Bismarck Beleidiqgungen)? Whereas 
-anti-Semitic newspapers could publish, without let or hindrance, the most 
atrocious accusations against the Jews, excited mobs could plunder and kill 
innocent Jews on account of reiterated stories about the kidnapping and 
sacrificing of Christian children at Easter-time. No public prosecutor interfered 
then; and only when the matter assumed too dangerous ‘ proportions the 
authorities reluctantly put the official machinery of the State into motion. 
They knew very well from which quarter the wind blew in high regions, and 
promotions as well as monetary rewards awaited those who understood to inter- 
pret correctly the “intentions” of the Chancellor. Post oe, propter hoc must 
be said in view of the uncontested fact that-immediately after Lasker's secession 
the active anti-Semitic agitation, the Jew-baiting in grand style. commenced, in 
Germany. There is not a Jew on the whole of the Continent of. Europe, who 
but for one moment would doubt that Prince Bismarck must be considered as the 
real originator, as the father of anti-Semitism in its latest modern phase, which 
commenced in Germany, fostered there by the Iron Chancellor, then crossed the 
frontiers into Austria, and assumed the most gigantic dimensions in the poor 
dual monarchy of the Hapsburgs. 


called religious motives—in majyorem dei gloriam—as they imagined, tortured, 
and then burnt Jews at their «w/o du sé. But Bismarck was the originator and 
inventor of the modern anti-Semitism from the lowest, meanest, most con- 
temptible motives of party politics. Because some Jewish Liberal members of 
the Reichstag could not follow in his blaekslidings to his former reactionary 
wrinciples, the whole Jewish race had to suffer, had to be crushed under the iron 
heel of the then Omnipotent Chancellor. No higher motives for religion or for 
the Christian faith entered into Bismarck’s calculations when he invented the 
modern anti-Semitic Crusade. Wotan and the gods of Walhalla, the Aryan 
against the Semite, became the war-cry of the “ Bismarck mob” against the Jews, 
an agitation, a persecution against the Jews was initiated by the Chancellor ; 
anti-Semitism, the greatest disyrace of the nineteenth century, as the Emperor 
Frederick called the new faith, was invented by Bismarck ; all the worst passions 
of the brutal ignorant masses were roused against the whole Jewish race because 
a few Of his former Jewish supporters in the German Parliament dared to remain 
steadfast to their former liberal opinions; opinions which Bismarck, up to the 
time of his recantation, had shared with them. 

It is an idle. useless question to ask or to investigate, whether Bismarck in 
‘his heart” really was an anti-Semite, an enemy of the Jews. The undoubted 
fact remains, that as Chancellor of the German Empire he acted as an anti- 
Semite. So much the worse for his character, if he acted against his better 
knowledge, against his conviction, if he only played the anti-Semite. He openly 
encouraged, aye instigated, the worst anti-Semitic atrocities by not putting his 
foot down when the agitation first developed itself, and by looking on calmly 
when the most horrible persecution took place against the Jews, while not 
peace the Stautsanwalt in the remotest town in the Empire to over- 

ook the most trifling Bismarck Beleidig uny, 

This is not the place to enter into a discussion, whether a man, who tried to 
put back the clock of time for many centuries, who was the incarnate enemy of 
individual liberty, as well as of the freedom of nations, can be called the greatest 
man of the century, or even one of its greatest men. I have only to show 
what Bismarck’s relations with the Jews. as a people, as a.race, were. That he 

profited by the shrewdness of Rothschild or Bleichroeder makes his public 
actions against the Jews as such only the more hideous, the more contemptible.

FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE, — 


After an address of M. Hondaille and M. Guérin at Nancy some factories 


belonging to Jews and foreigners were burnt and Le Siécle traced the disasters to 


incendiarism caused by the misrepresentations of these anti-Semitic agitators, 
M. Guerin obtained a judgment for 25 frances fine and 50 francs damages against 
the newspaper. M. Hondaille obtained by default 500 francs fine and 500 francs 
damages. Le Siécle appealed against this judgment and the Court of Appeal has 
now reduced the fine to 25 frar.es and the damages to25francs. The court while 
holding Le Siecle guilty ‘of defamation thinks that the violence of the 
language used was some excuse for the mistake into which it fell as to the motive 
or effect of the injurious accusations made by M. Houdaille. The advocate of 
Le Siécle was M, Gaston Lévy-Salles. 

M. Yves Guyot, in a fine article in Je S/écle on Voltaire, cites the folllow 
interesting passage from this author's English letters (1726 to 1730) ;— 

“Enter the London Exchange, a place more respectable than many Courts. 
You will find there assembled the deputies of many nations for the service of 
men. The Jew, the Mahomedan, the Christian, deal together there as if they 
were of the same religion, and call no one infidel unless he isa bankrupt.” * 
— M. Bernard Lazare, the author to whom we at a distance were first indebted 
for accurate and detailed information on the Dreyfus case, writes to l’ Aurore as 
to the charges against Colonel Picquart. One of the crimes: absurdly laid to the 
charge of, Colonel Picquart was that he had communicated le borderean to 
the press. Of course, this communication came from the other camp. We have 
seen reasoned articles tracing it to Colonel Du Paty de Clam. For ourselves we 
are disposed to agree with M. Lazare’s conclusion that it came from the “expert” 
in handwriting, M. Teyssoniére, who said in the Zola trial that he left a photo- 
graph of Je bordereau in the pocket of an old coat, hanging up in his flat.

Margu¢rite Pays. ‘Fhese two personages have accordingly been released from 
custody. Major Esterhazy at once applied for the return of his documents 
which had been seized by the police. Colonel Picquart has, however. appealed 
against the decision of the Chamber of Indictments. I'he papers of Major Walsin- 
Esterhazy will, therefore, be retained by justice till the decision of the appeal. Some 
of the newspapers favourable to Esterhazy counsel him to go abroad, and it is 
stated that his health requires a change of scene. We gather from these 
observations that he finds himself in some danger of being again arrested, and 
the sentiment is somewhat consoling for those who still hope that the civic 
courage of Colonel Picquart and M. Bertulus will find counterparts in other 
members of the public service in France. 

An address from women of Belgium has been presented to Madame Felix 
Faure, praying her to usé her influence in favour of the martyr of the Ile du 
Diable. Among the signatures are the names of Mesdames Frére-Orban,

These explanations explained nothing, any more than 
those given by M. de Cavaignac in the tribune. M. Clémenceau caused General 
Billot’s emissary to repeat several times the five points. He repeated them 
after him. Nothing was written on either side. M. Clémenceau, while the 
matter was fresh, repeated it to different friends so, and asked them to mark 
well all that he said. On the day of the first Zola trial General Gonse was

The Basle Congress. 


The preliminary list of delegates shows that a considerable number of the 
members of last years Congress will again be present this year at Basle. Dr 
Gaster has also been elected for Pretoria. Dr. Herzl has been appointed a 
delegate for Russia, for Austria-Hungary and for several towns in Roumania 

The Zionist Association for Germany, which will be largely represented at 
Basle, has sent a number of suggestions to the Exeeutive Committee. One of the 
roposals favours the appointment by the Zionist organisations in various 
‘countries of special committees, to whom should be entrusted the solution of 
questions dealing with Jewish culture. The principal duties of such special 
committees should be :— 

1. Publication of works suitable for the Jewish youth, written in the Jewish 
National spirit. 

2. Promotion of Jewish history and literature by means of lectures and 
popular scientific works, 

3, Promotion of Hebrew as a living language through a course of teaching 
and reading circles. 

_ 4. Promotion of Jewish modern literature. 
Fi Establishment of Gymnastic, Choral and Social Societies of a Zionist 
tendency. 

6. Publication of Fly-sheets and Pamphlets. 

7. Establishment of Zionist newspapers and periodicals.

| The Colonial Bank. 


The official reason given for the change of venue from Cologne to Basle of 
the Conference of financiers relative to the establishment of the Colonial Bank 
is, that as most of the gentlemen attending the Conference will also be present at 
the Congress, much time would be lost by a journey to Cologne in the middle 
and to Basle at the end of the month. The Bank Conference will take place 
on the 2oth inst. Among other matters it will decide what privileges shall 
be granted to those persons who have already subscribed for shares. 

The Provisional Committee has published a summary of the applications 
for shares received between the 2nd and 7th inst. The addition of the list 
shows that the total for those days is nearly 94,000. The majority of the appli- 
cations came from Russia, Lodz alone subscribing for 34,520 shares. Many of 
the letters accompanying the applications state that the subscriptions will be 
greatly increased as soon as the definitive scheme and the names of the Directors 
and Board of Management are made known. 

lhe Provisional Committee also publishes a warning note. It declares that 
its object was not alone to found a bank, but that the bank must be Zionist. 
They will not be content with seeing that those who create the bank are Zionists 
the shareholders must also, as much as _ possible, be adherents of the movement : 
otherwise it might happen one day at a general meeting that the Zionist 
directorate will be removed, and the instrument created in the interests of the 
national movement will fall into other hands. 


Elections of London: Delegates. 


At a meeting of East London Tent No. 1, held at Saunders’ Hotel, Half Moon 

Passage, Aldgate, on Saturday evening last, Messrs. E. W. Rabbinowicz and 
B. Ritter were unanimously elected delegates to-the Basle Congress. The 
mandate given to the delegates, which was also passed unanimously, is as follows : 
The delegates are hereby instructed to move— That Congress shall encourage 
all Palestine Colonisation Societies, find means to support colonies in Palestine 
and generally endeavour to bring about a real union of all Zionists.” 
_ A meeting of the Zionist National League, for the purpose of electing dele- 
gates to the Congress, was held at the National Hall, 28, Hanbury Street. Mr. 
H. Harris presided. Prior to the election, the following resolution was passed :— 

That the delegates of the Jewish National League be hereby instructed to ask 

Congress to encourage and support all Palestinian Colonisation Associations in 
all countries, and euch colonies as are already or may in future be establi:hed in 
Palestine.

The ‘‘ Jewish Year Book’’ for 5659. 


The Jewish Year Book. An Annual Record of Matters Jewish, Edited by JOSEPH JaCoBs - 
(London, Greenberg and Co., 80, Chancery Lane, W.C., 1898). ; 


_ The third issue of this important work more than maintains the excellence 
of its predecessors. Though its editor, Mr. Jacobs, modestly disclaims that he 
has added “ very many novel features,” we think subscribers will set a very high 
value on the new elements that have been incorporated in this year’s addition. 
The greater bulk of the work, and_the increased variety of its subject matter 
are a striking testimony to the growing complexity of the communal 
constitution, and the inclusion of chapters on Jewish Labour Movements 
and Benefit Societies are evidence of Mr. Jacobs’ desire to take wide purviews 
and give a full and faultless picture of the Anglo-Jewish organisation as it 
exists to-day—and to some extent also of our coreligionists abroad. 

_ _ Thenew volume, like its predecessors, leads off with a list of notable days 
in 5659. Then follows the Jewish Calendar for 5659 accompanied by luminous 
and instructive footnotes on the Ritual and Minhagim ; whilst the useful infor- 
mation in regard to Haphsakoth, added for the first time last year, again find a 
place in the present issue. In the chapter on General Jewish Statistics, the 
Year Book mentions a decrease of 18,500 in the number of Jews inhabitin 

Africa, and this, after allowing for several other variations, reduces the tota 
Jewish population of the world to 9,000,000; but this calculation is based on 
figures some of which are not quite up-to-date, and eleven millions, we are told, 
would be a truer estimate. 

The chapter on “Communal Statistics” is a mine of valuable information. 
Comparing the year 1806 with 1897, Jewish inmates of asylums rose from 244 to 
302, an increase of no less than 58; those in the hospitals, according to the 
Year Book, showed an increase of 328 (from 196 to 524) ; there was, however, an 
appreciable decrease of Jews in the workhouses and reformatories. It is also 
interesting to record that the number of seatholders in London Synagogues was 
nearly 1,000 larger in 1897 than in the preceding years. That the volume of 
Jewish charity is not diminished is shown by an increase in charitable expendi- 
ture of nearly £4,000 as compared with last year. 3 

The chapters on Benefit Societies and Jewish Labour Unions are, as we 
have said, new features. Twelve Benefit Societies in all are mentioned, almost 
everyone of them at work in the East End. The information in regard to Jewish 
Labour Unions is of a valuable character, more especially in view of the charge 
constantly levelled against Hebrew artisans, of inability or disinclination to 
stand alongside of their fellow workers. The Year Book mentions 19 Jewish 
Unions, 15 in London and 4 in the Provinces, It is interesting to note that 
these cover not only what are regarded as the peculiarly Jewish trades of 
cigarette-making, tailoring, boot and cabinet-making, but we even havea “ Hebrew 
Iron and Tin Plate Workers’ Union,” and a“ Jewish Painters’ and Paperhangers’ 
Union,” showing the gradual reconciliation,or should we not rather say, “ return,’ 
of the Jew to manual work. It would appear from the figures given, that there 
are more than 3,000 Jewish trades-unionists in London alone, the largest union 
being the London Tailors’, Machinists’ and Pressers’ Union with a membership 
of 600. 

The educational returns show a decrease of 236 Jewish children in the 
Communal Voluntary Schools as compared with last year; the Jewish 
children in the Board Schools on the other hand show the very large increase of 
1.241. The Year Book has several “ extra educational items” as ¢.y., the number 
of Chedarim—a fruit no doubt of the recent discussion on that subject. 
Another very interesting and topical addition is the list of Zionist Societies in 
Great Britain divided under three heads (1) Chovevi Zion; (2) the Societies 
affiliated to the preceding and 23 in number; (3) those unafthliated with the 


-Chovevi Zion and numbering 15 in all. Particulars as to the efforts made to 


organise all these Societies into one body have been published from time to 
time in the columns of the “Jewish CHRONICLE.” | 
The greater fulnesss of detail which characterises the present volume is

institutions. It is especially interesting to note the large number which exist

All the other valuable items such as the Jewish Bibliography, the Glossary 
of Jewish terms. Acts of Parliament and judicial decisions relating to the Jews 
are again present in this year’s edition. The “Purely Personal,’ or “Mainly 
about People” chapter, called “ Who's Who?” has even been enlarged. We 
should think that this chapter must have been the most anxious of all Mr. 
Jacobs’ work. It is so easy for him to disappoint many aspirants to fame, as 
well as to lay himself open, on the other hand, to the charge of lacking a due 
sense of proportion. We should not omit to mention an_ interesting review of 


the vear 9658 and an able article on Alien Immigration (1807-8) from the pen of 


Mr. L. J. Greenberg. In every respect we welcome the third appearance of this 
annual ; and that, not only because it will serve asa valuable work of reference 
for Jews themselves, but because it will let in a little light into the Gentile 
mind and. in so doing, help to dispel some of the prejudices and ignorance which 
still hang like a blight over Jews wherever they may be. Both Editor 
and Publisher merit hearty congratulations on this excellent production.

The great week is over, and the Sandhills are deserted, save for a few raga- 
muffins from Wapping on their annual outing. The boys of the Brigade are 
safely back in town, while mest of the Officers are recuperating at the seaside, or 
in nealth resorts. On Monday night those who were so minded were able to 
indulge in the unwonted luxury of sleeping between sheets, and without the 
dread of being awakened at 6, or even 5.30, by the performances of one of the 
regimental bands, dominated by an exceptionally enthusiastic and vigorous 
drummer. Before giving a detailed account of our doings I must correct a 
couple of slips which crept, owing to haste, into my last week’s article. In the 
first place the special train started from Cannon Street, and not from London 
Bridge, and in the second, Colonel Morris, the Inspecting Officer, is quartered at 
Deal, and not at Dover.

Friday was of course the culminating day of the Camp. While the Brigade 
was practising for the inspection, Colonel Goldsmid arrived and was received 
with great enthusiasm. He had just arranged the parade-ground when Colonel 
Morris; the inspecting officer, arrived and was greeted with a general salute 
from the.battalion drawn up in line. Each boy was then inspected critically 
and the officers also passed under view. The battalion then marched past in 
column, returning in quarter column; then it was again formed into line and 
advanced in review order. Colonel Morris with his Adjutant and Colonel 
Goldsmid next proceeded to examine the various companies in squad drill; the 
Lewis-Barned Banner for smartness in this was awarded to the Brady Street 
Company, the Free School detachment being a good second and the others all 
close up. As some of the Companies competing were of récent formation the 
examination did not include rifle drill. ‘The banner was handed to Captain Myer 
by Colonel Morris, who made a telling little speech inciting the other companies 
to endeavour to wrest it from the victors next year. In the course of the after- 
noon a congratulatory telegram was received from Major Lewis-Barned, who 
was staying at Eastbourne. After the review, the success of which was acknow- 
ledged on all hands, a large number of guests were entertained to a luncheon, the 
excellence of which did great credit to the energy and capacity of the Mess 
President, Mr. 8S. M. Griinwald. The visitors included, Sir Joseph Sebag 
Montefiore, the Mayor of Deal, Colonel Morris and his Adjutant, Colonel Green 
(2nd London Rifles), Mr. C. H. Page, Mr. Meyer Spielmann, Mr. Isidore 
Spielman, Mr. Sydney Rosenfeld and several officers of the Boys’ Brigade, in 
addition to a number of ladies, among whom were Mrs. Arthur Sebag Monte- 
fiore, Mrs. Cecil Sebag Montefiore, Mrs. Meyer Spielmann, Mrs. Griinwald, Mrs. 
Bertram Abrahams, Mrs. Francis Cohen and Miss G. Davis, some of whom, 
however, were unable to wait for lunch. After lunch the Mayor of Deal was 
presented, on behalf of the Brigade, with a silver flask, which he acknowledged 
in a graceful speech, paying a very high tribute to the excellent conduct of the 
boys when on leave in the town. 

Later in the afternoon, the officers again tried conclusions with the boys at 
cricket, and, after an exciting struggle, succeeded in vanquishing fifteen of them 
just on the call of time. In the evening, Divine Service was conducted in the 
open air by Dr, Abrahams, the musical portion being led by the Norwood boys

under the direction of Mr. Weinstein. On Saturday, the early morning service 
was read by Mr. R. A. Singer, who officiated every day before bathing-parade. 
The Sabbath morning service was conducted by Dr. Abrahams, who also delivered 
a short address to the boys. The Brigade Chaplain, the Rev. F. L. Cohen, who 
was staying at Ramsgate, visited the Camp on Thursday and Friday, but having 
recently been unwell, was, unfortunately, unable to sleep under canvas. On 
Saturday afternoon Mrs. Arthur Sebag Montefiore entertained the officers and 
lads at a garden party, which afforded them perhaps the most enjoyable after. 
noon of the whole week. The enjoyment was enhanced by the fact that a mixed 
team representing the whole Brigade succeeded in gaining a brilliant victory 
over a local eleven by ten wickets, a result largely due to the allround play of a 
small Norwood boy popularly known as “ Billy.” After Sabbath, the Norwood 
band again attracted a large audience to the Parade. 

The remaining history of the Camp is soon told. Sunday saw a short drill, 
after which cricket in the fields of the encampment was indulged in; Monday 
was devoted to clearing up, and at 530 on that.afternoon the Brigade returned 
to town by special train. At Cannon Street the boys were met by Captain 
Hallenstein, who had preceded them and within a short time they had returned 
to their own homes, the detrainment and march home being conducted with 
absolute order. It should be mentioned that on Sunday evening after the last 
mess dinner, a number of votes of thanks were proposed and the healths of the 
principal officers were drunk with musical honours. ; 

Of the success of the Camp there can be no question. The boys on 
the whole were very well-behaved, and it cannot be invidious to single ou; 
the Norwood detachment for special commendation in this respect, as their con- 
duct and bearing was the subject of general praise. A few boys had to be sent 
home for various offences, but the breaches of discipline punished in the orderly 
room were by no means more numerous than would naturally be the case with

‘quite recovered. There were a few suspicious-looking sore throats, but each was at 


once isolated and got well under treatment without complications appearing. One 
or two cases of more or less severe cuts also came under observation, but the remain- 
ing patients were mainly suffering from digestive disturbances due to over-eating. 

With one or two exceptions, all the officers worked thoroughly well, the 
heaviest duties falling on Colonel Montefiore, Captain Lesser and Captain 
Hallenstein ; the invaluable services of Sergeant-Major Brock were never more 
conspicuously in evidence than in this camp. It was generally felt, however, 
that too few officers were present, and consequently two much work and respon- 
sibility fell on each individual, This defect must certainly be remedied another 
year. Another improvement will consist in not taking away boys under _ 
the age of 13 or at least 12; this will obviate the occurrence of 
cases Of home-sickness such as were seen among some of the younger 
boys this year, and caused great inconvenience to their company officers. 
The system of messing in separate tents also broke down rather badly and must 
be altered in future ; furthermore the arrangements for amusing the boys indoors 
were somewhat inadequate. But these are minor blemishes and cannot obscure the 
great good achieved by the Camp. Nor would it be right to conclude without 
testifying to the enormous improvement in the feeding of the officers resulting 
from the appointment of Mr. Griinwald as Mess President ; no greater contrast 
was afforded to last year than in this respect. Finally it must be said that every- 
one concerned with the Camp has learned in what ways it may be improved for 
next year, and that, provided it receives adequate financial support, there seems 
to be no limit to its capabilities for good.

But as a matter of fact many of these advances 
are made to small struggling tradesmen ; and no small employers owe their 
commercial existence to the Board, because no loans are given to enable 
manufacturers to start business; and to those already in business no 
advances are made unless the Board is satisfied that their dealings with their 
servants are fair and humane. | ;

it was necessarily limited in size, and the paucity and in some cases utter 
absence of reliable statistics still farther handicapped the author. But such 
as it is, in present circumstances, it is, a very welcome treatise. It was the 
author’s aim to demonstrate the widespread existence of the Jewish working 
man and refute the popular error which pervades all minds, high and low 
alike, that Jews are only “men of affairs,” and that there is something in 
their blood which makes them shrink from any form of manual occupation. 
The very universality of this delusion is strikingly illustrated by a story told 
by the author. When he informed his Professor-—an eminent scholar—that 
he had chosen the position of Jewish workmen as the subject of his essay 
that gentleman actually asked, in astonishment. ‘ But are there any Jewish 
workmen ? I thought they were all bankers.” The best refutation of this 
absurd delusion lies in the fact that this essay on the Jewish workmen is 


practically a survey of the position of the whole race, showing that if the | 


race and the working-men section are not one and the same thing, they are, 
at any rate, largely co-terminous. Any book that will help to destroy the 
ridiculous error that the Jews area race of harpies preying upon the systems 
of the European peoples ought to be sure of a welcome from all who abhor 
the dominion of prejudice and ignorance. 


The one great enemy of the Jewish people—we might say 

An of every race—has always been the dark, impenetrable 
Unknown ignorance of the popular mind. This ignorance has 

‘* Proletariat.” been from time immemorial the source of prejudice and 
hatred, and the hundred and one other evils which 


| embitter the relations between individuals, and estrange people one from the 


other. If ever an Alien Bill floats safely into port it will be on a sea of mis- 
statement. The French press, throughout the unhappy Dreyfus affair, 
has reeked with misrepresentation. Anti-Semitic literature has been 


from the first the one great abode of religious falsehood. Jews may not be 


able to meet violence with violence; they are devoid of the attributes of 
physical force, and in any case violence is but the natural outcome of ignorance 
and falsehood. What they can do, and, what is still better, 
eye mis-statements ; to track every 
serious falsehood to it3 source and expose it. They have it in their 

power in a veryconsiderable measure to raise the mirror to the actual condi- 

tion of things, and to dethrone popular error from its malignant sway 

It was for this reason that we urged the Board of. Deputies to undertake the 
collection of accurate statistics on the question of alien immigration—a sug- 
gestion which we are glad to see was readily adopted. It is not merely in this 
matter that a corrective hand is needed ; we could multiply instances in 
which the mind of the Russian people, for example, has been poisoned against 
the Jews by constant and wilful falsehood. The Jewish Press alone cannot 
be relied upon to counteract the mischievous effect of this condition of things ; 
and we, therefore, heartily greet such a work as that of M. Soloweitschik. 


We trust to see it imitated and extended, not only by littérateurs, but by 


sone of the responsible organizations of the Jewish community.

On a question of physical culture the opinion of an 

Muscular authority like Sandow is deserving of respect. Sandow 
Judaism. has been telling our readers that, in comparison with 

| | other races, Jews occupy the lowest position in the 
scale of physical development. With the exception of a limited few, they are 


not well built from a muscular point of view, the reason being that they have 


principally devoted their attention to business and have taxed their brains 
rather than their bodies. Although there is nothing new in this information, 
it is well to be reminded of such facts now and again by one so 
well justified to urge them as the head of the School of 
Physical Culture. It brings home to us the lesson that though 
the Jewish community have awakened of late years to the necessity of 
providing physical as well as mental instruction for the children attending 


our elementary schools, much remains to be done before their average physique 


can be raised to the normal standard. ‘The degenerating effects of centuries 


of Ghetto life are not to be wiped out in a single generation. They are to 


be seen to-day in the contracted chest, the stunted stature, the stooping back 
and the flaccid muscle of many a coreligionist. The typical Cheder lad will 
need much building up before he can be transformed into a stalwart 
youth, who can hold his own in athletic contests with his contem- 


| 


poraries of any race or creed. 
reminded in an article on this subject in Sandow’s monthly magazine. 
was one of the first elementary schools in our community to encourage 


athletic exercise. Now it has become a feature of every Jewish Voluntary 
School; notably at Norwood, where physical drill is brought to a high state © 


of perfection. What is needed to give still further encouragement to this 
branch of education formed the subject of two highly interesting papers at the 
recent Conference on Elementary Education. And what the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade is accomplishing in the same direction has just been made strikingly 
manifest at Deal, where the number of campers out has grown in two years 
from 18 to 459. But it would be a mistake to suppose that it is only among 
the poorer and foreign classes of the community that physical education has 
up till recently been in a backward condition. The middle and even the 
upper classes of our Jewish youth have still much to learn in this respect. 
We have not up to the present seen Jews rowing in the Oxford or Cambridge 
Eight, or taking the most prominent part in the Inter-university and other 
great cricket matches. We have produced an Edward Laurence Levy, some 
public school and Australian cricketers and racquet players, among them the 
Cohens and Raphaels, but a Jewish Grace or Stoddart has yet to make his 


appearance. 


Should it not be possible to establish a Jewish 
Chautauyua in England somewhat on the same lines 
as the American organisation which was started by the 
Rev. Dr. Berkowitz two years ago? The Jewish 
Chautanqua is simply a branch of the general Chautauqua, an institution 
from which the National Home Reading Union in England has been 
copied. The National Home Reading Union, as our readers are probably 
aware, is a Society which aims at directing private reading in various useful 
subjects. It is a sort of domestic university which maps out courses of study, 
and advises the best books to be read in each department. It encourages 
students to read in circles, and thus affords its members the advantage

of companionship in systematic reading. It also tests their knowledge by 


means of examinations, or rather sets questions which enable them to 
test it for themselves. Its assistance is of the highest value because, in the 
drawing up of syllabuses of instruction and lists of books, it avails itself of 
the services of experts. As in America, advantage is taken of the summer 
vacation to organise educational holidays, at which conferences, social} 


gatherings, and excursions are arranged to bring together persons of similar © 


intellectual tastes. When Bishop Vincent visited [England in 1887, he 
brought with him an account of what had been done in America, and this 
inspired the Rev. Dr. Paton, of Nottingham, to attempt something similar 
in this country. It speaks well for our American co-religionists that they 
should have been quick ‘to seize Bishop Vincent’s idea, and graft on to 
the general Chautauyjua movement a special department of Jewish studies. 
Jewish reading circles are now in operation all over the United 
States. They follow a systematic plan of reading which has been outlined for 
them by their Chancellor, Dr. Berkowitz. A special syllabus of Jewish 
history has been prepared by so eminent an authority as Dr. Richard 
Gottheil, with directions as to the books to be studied. The account of the 


second Summer Assembly, which appeared in our last issue, exhibits a record 


of work which is remarkable, considering that it met in a city so given over to 
gaieties as Atlantic City, which is like our Brighton. It ought not to be 
difficult, with such an example before us, to organise a Jewish branch of the 
National Home Reading Union, with courses devoted to Jewish history and 
literature and cognate subjects. Whether it is desirable to have a special 
summer session, and to hold holiday conferences at some seaside centre like 
Brighton, is a question as to which there may be different opinions. But a 
beginning might be made with a branch of the National Home Reading 
Union for directing the studies of Jewish readers during the rest of the 


year, and the question of summer conferences might be left to settle itself 
later on. | |

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Sr. PETERSBURG, AuGust, 1898. 
Residence of Jews in Villages. 


The Senate has published two decisions respecting the May Laws of 1882 
which are very characteristic. In the Government of Vitebsk there is a village, 
Stephanovitschi, where two Jews, father and son, named Nordstein, have legally 
lived since 1872, hey resided on the outskirts of the village, but leased land 
which has now been bought by apeasant in a neighbouring village, Bogdanovo. 
At the request of the new proprietor the land has been transferred from the 
jurisdiction of Stephanovitschi to that of Bogdanovo. The police were of 
opinion that the Nordsteins no longer possessed the right to remain on the land, 
as they were, to all intents and purposes, new settlers in Bogdanovo, a course 
which is forbidden by the May Laws. They were, therefore, expelled. On the 
application of the Nordsteins the Senate has declared that they are not new 
settlers, and has, therefore, annulled the action of the authorities at Vitebsk. 

In another case (a complaint of a Jew named Rabinowitch against the 
authorities of Bessarabia), the Senate has declared that a short, even though 
periodically repeated, stay of a Jew in a village cannot be considered as an 
immigration, and is, therefore, not prohibited. Thus a Jew is permitted to 
carry on business in a village and to come there frequently for short periods. 

Jews at the Nijni-Novgorod Pair. | 

The Commission to examine the rights of the Jews who come to the annual 
fair at Nijni-Novgorod, has, up to the present, examined 2,000 petitions, of which 
1200 have been granted. The others have been refused. Serious difficulties 
have arisen on the question whether Jewish’ operatic artists are allowed 
to stay, for in all operatic companies who perform at Nijni-Novgorod during the 
Fair thcre are alarge number of Jews. The authorities wished to expel them, but 
it transpired that if this were done every theatre would lose the best members of its 
company, and the wealthy merchants who usually enjoy themselves very heartily 
at Nijni-Novgorod would find the time very dull. The artists were, therefore. 


allowed to remain, but on the express understanding that they should not transact | 


any business during their stay. 
A New Gift by Baroness de Hirsch. 

In Jaruga (Government of Podolia) 33 Jewish families have, since 1872 , 
leased Government land, on which they have successfully cultivated the grape. 
Last year. in consequence of a heavy hailstorm and other untoward circum- 
stances, the harvest was so bad that the workers were entirely ruined. They fell 
into debt, and were this year unable to plant any vines. A representative of 
Baroness de Hirsch has arrived at Jaruga, and has stated that she has given him 
5,00) roubles for the purchase of vines. The money is granted as a loan, which 
will have to be repaid in small annual instalments, commencing from 1001. 
Activity, therefore, prevails once again in Jaruga, 

| A Jewish Ascetic Sect. 

In Kelm (Government of Kowno) there recently died Rabbi Chaim Siissel 
Braudo, who founded the ascetic sect, ‘‘ Musrim.” This sect, which is widely 
spread in Lithuania, and has thousands of adherents, declares that the study of 
the Talmud has no value for it, that the principal feature in religion is exalta- 
tion, which a Jew can and must attain by asceticism, fasting and flagellation. The 
name “Musrim” is derived from the Hebrew word 1012—moral spiritual teachings. 
In all Yeshiboth energetic “Musrim” are to be found, and particularly among 
orthodox Rabbis, who spread the new teaching in their communities. In some 
towns they have their own synagogues, and when praying they cry and press 
their hands and eyes together. Among the people generally, they are regarded 
as being honourable and moral, but they are also considered to be lunatics. 
Rabbi Braudo died suddenly, and was buried the same day. The “ Musrim,” like 
Zionists, are a remarkable phenomenon of our-nervous condition.

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An Unknown Proletariat. 


In “Un Prolétariat Méconnu” M. Soloweitschik presents us with a very 
important study of the social and economic position of the J ewish workman 
in Europe. The work was originally written as an essay for admission to the 
degree of Doctor of Economic Science in the University of Brussels. In an 
introduction, the author defends himself against two possible charges ; the first 
that being himself a Jew he was biassed in favour of his own people and 
anxious only to make out the best possible case for them; the second, that his 
work was incomplete and imperfect. In regard to the first objection he writes : 
“ Pursuing no set purpose, and being altogether free from purt/-pr/s, I was content 
to demonstrate the facts as I myself saw them, or as they were borne home to 
me by other persons or from official data. I have spoken well of the Jewish 
workman when I thought he deserved it ; but I have blamed any faults I noted 
in him; in all I did I have striven not to exaggerate, although at times I have 
felt my pen too feeble amply to depict the actual state of affairs.” The claim 
to impartiality which the author thus sets up for himself is abundantly justified 
by the work before us.: If at times he grows indignant at the ring-fence of 
oppression which surrounds the Jewish workman in Europe, he does not hesitate 
scathingly to denounce his deficiencies, too; the dirt of the Russian Ghetto ; 
the almost ludicrous extravagance and fine airs of the Dutch diamond-operative 
and the heartlessness and brutality of the sweater. In regard to imperfections of 
the book, he pleads that he had to contend with an almost complete dearth of 
literature on the subject; but to atone for this deficiency he betook himself in 
certain cases to several countries and studied the situation on the spot; and, in 
fact, he has been engaged for two years accumulating material for the book. 

So far as M. Soloweitschik had in mind the demonstration of any particular 
proposition it was to establish the fact that Jews are not all business men, and 
that, on the contrary. a large proportion are artisans, workmen, and agricul- 
turalists, quite as large a proportion, indeed, as exists among any other people. 
When he first told his Professor of his intention of writing a treatise on the 
Jewish working man the Professor—a famous srrun/—turned round in astonish- 
ment, and asked : “ But are there any Jewish working-men? I always thought 
that all’ Jews were bankers.” This error, says the author, is only too wide- 
spread, and is to be attributed to two causes: (1) That in certain countries in 
Western Europe, ¢.y., France and Italy, Jewish artisans form but-a small portion 
of the entire Jewish population; (2) certain writers in Western Europe, in 
treating of the Jews, are fond of wide and sweéping generalisations, and quite 
forget that the Jewish population in Western Europe is but a slight proportion 
of the entire Jewish race. M. Soloweitschik then gives us a masterly refutation 
of the popular error that lurked even in the svranf's mind. It is only prejudice 
and utter ignorance of Hebrew history that can lead people to think that the 
predominant passion of the Jew is money, and that he scorns manual labour: 
As an independent people nothing was so alien to their ideas and feelings as 
commerce and money affairs. Alone among the ancient Asiatic races the Jewish 
people stand out in the past. as a nation of shepherds. In Egypt during their 
slavery they learnt the art of agriculture: in Canaan they became established as 
a nation of agriculturists; and tillers of the soil they remained till the great 
national catastrophe. The Bible, too, contains quite a code of laws concerning 
workmen—laws, in a certain sense, much more advanced than similar legislation 
in modern States. Then again, take the religious festivals of the Jews ; Pente- 
cost (the Harvest Festival) ; Succos (the Festival of the In-Gathering) ; what 
are these but agricultural festivals ? | 

It has been urged that Jews never could have been engaged in handi 
craft, or King Solomon would never have had to call in the Phoenicians 
to build the Temple. But, replies our author, it was not artisans that were 
lacking (for many such are mentioned in the Bible as distinguished at their 
several arts) but artists and sculptors : and this was due to the fact that the per- 
sonification of God or the religious idea, which is at the base and beginning of 
all sculpture and painting, was strictly forbidden by the Jewish religion. It was 


in Israel ; for how could they continue agriculturalists in strange countries of 
the nature of whose soil they were utterly ignorant and where indeed the posses- 
sion of land was often denied them altogether? But though they ceased to be 
agriculturalists, many of them still continued artisans. Manual work was, 
indeed, almost the distinctive occupation of the Jew. In the “ Repertorium 


such work as bakers, shoe-makers, tanners, blacksmiths, tailors, and even 
grave-diggers. The Talmud, as is well known, abounds in exhortations to 
engage in manual work, such as, e.g., “ Manual work is beloved of God,” “ Great 
is the virtue of labour; it honours him who devotes himself to it,’ and 
again, “ Though tilling the soil is the least lucrative, it should be preferred to all 
other occupations,” In the Middle Ages nearly every Jew was either an agricul- 
turalist or an artisan ; wherever Benjamin Tudela went during his famous journey 
he found his brethren engaged in all the various crafts of his time. And, to this 
day, in spite of papal bulls and royal edicts, in the teeth of popular hatred and 
_ legislative oppression, Jews still play a large part in the world’s industries ; if it 
is not larger, and if, in agricultural pursuits their numbers are yet 
more limited, it is because rulers and peoples have combined _ to 
throttle their energy and reduce them to a condition of base slavery 
and destitution. M. Soloweitschik has given us a volume of surpassing 
importance. It is not only that it kills once for all the riduculous popular 
picture of the Jews as a plutocratic and capitalist race fattening on the vitals of 
the hapless Gentile, but it passes a flash-light, as it were, on the true condition of 
the Hebrew people at the present time. It focusses all the facts of their position, 
showing us the prostration of a race under the artificial oppression of govern- 
ments and the natural oppression of economic fact, and presenting for solution to 
the world a problem as grimly distressing as it is gravely momentous, the problem 
of a small people seeking to escape from an inheritance of hatred and prejudice 

and to preserve its humble life against a veritable world in arms. 
M. Soloweitschik takes each of the more important European countries, as 


well as the United States, and treats separately of the condition of the Jewish 
workmen there. He commences with Holland. 


The Jewish Workman in Holland. 
The greater part of the Dutch Jewish artisans are engaged in the various 
branches of the diamond industry, of which Amsterdam is the centre for the 


only after their dispersion among foreign nations that the business man appeared 


Talmudicum,” by M. D. Cohen, there is given a list of 53 Rabbis engaged in 


entire world. The author gives an exceedingly interesting account of the part 
which they have played for centuries in this work, and of the futile attempts to 
oust them from their position of supremacy in the trade. 

We must distinguish four different elements in the industry, viz.: (1) the 
diamond merchants ; (2) the proprietors of the workshops who only lend out the 
mills to the workmen ; (3) the workmen employed by the great merchant ; (4) 
the workmen employed by the preceding artisans. M. Soloweitschik confines 
himself to the last two, the operatives proper, and divides them into seven 
branches. 

(1) Cleavers of the rough stone—the aristocratic department of the trade ; 
the hands are almost entirely Jewish, and earn from 50 to 300 florins a week, 

(2) The cutters of the stones. A large number of young girls—all J ewesses 
—are employed in this branch ; the wages of the men vary from 15 to 40 florins 
per week, and the girls earn from 8 to 25 florins. 

(3) The polishers of the stones, earning from 20 to 25 florins a week. 

(4) The cutters of the rose, these are all females, some of them but 13 years 
of age ; the employ¢s are sweated and earn from 3 to 15 florins a week, 

(5) The polishers of the roses, all of the male sex, and with a weekly 
salary varying between 15 and 40 florins. ? | 

(6) The setters of the brilliants ; they are employed by the cutter and can 
work for from three to six masters at the same time, receiving from 5 to 6 
florins per week from each. : ° 

(7) The. setters of the roses (half of them being Jews) work on the same 
system as the preceding at from 4} to 12 florins from each employer. | 

(3) The polishers of the bezel of the ring ; this work is paid by the piece, 
and the workman can earn 25 florins a week. | 

Taking the whole of these eight branches together, 60 per cent. of the 
employs are Jews. Judging from the earnings as given above, their position 
is pretty good—though we must deduct the expense of hiring the mills, the 
price of utensils, etc. It is only the cutters of the brilliants and the roses, who 
working in part under the sweating system, with difficulty gain a living. The 
sweating of the cutter of the brilliant is only partial, for a fairly large number work 
in the workshops, and the condition of these is not bad. But it is different with 
those who work at home; their wages are small; and their hours are both 
irregular and excessive (sometimes from 16 to 18 per day). The real sweating 
takes place among the cutters of the rose. Twenty-five years ago, only men 
were employed in this branch. The lowering of wages, however, caused the 
rose-cutter, who generally worked at his own home, to take apprentices, mostly 
young girls, who became capable workwomen in a few months, earning at most 
one, two or three florins a week. The girls, after a time began to seek work 
direct from the manufacturers, accepting much lower wages than those which 
were formerly paid to their employers. 

The manufacturers were only too delighted with the arrangement, and soon 
after these very work-women themselves commenced to take apprentices. At 
each successive step thus taken, wages fell. and in a few years the men, despairing 
of being able to compete any fyrther with feminine intruders, either quitted the 
trade altogether or became diamond-cutters. “The work,’ continues M. 
Soloweitschik, ‘is carried on in garrets, cellars, and often in the rooms where the 
entire family (or the relatives} of the work-women live. There are frequent 
slack seasons. The great majority of the women work either alone or 
with from one to ten female assistants, the hours being from six or seven 
in the morning till midnight. Sometimes, especially on Thursdays, the 
hours are as long as from six o'clock in the morning till two or three the next 
morning. In 1894 the Union of Dutch Diamond Cutters made great efforts to 
organise the more unfortunate members of the diamond trade, with the object 
of instituting a minimum wage-standard, regulating the hours of work and 
putting an end to domestic labour ; but no results were obtained. In 1895, the 
diamond-cutters who already formed part of the Union, were asked to form a 
Union among the female rose-cutters. Thirty of the women were with great 
difficulty organised. At the present time, only 65 women altogether are 
enrolled. 

Until the year 1886 the position of the workmen was, on the whole, a good 
one till the manceuvres of the De Beers Diamond Mining Company, the check 
to the Chicago Exhibition, and the money crisis in the United States wrought 
great mischief in the diamond-cutting industry of Amsterdam, and rendered the 
situation of the workmen very precarious. A large number lost their work 
altogether ; those who did not had to be content with from six to eight florins a 
week ; the result was a general strike in 1894, in which 12,000 men took part ; the 
objects of the strike were achieved, but shortly after a new conflict arose and 

10,000 men were thrown out of work, but after a five weeks’ struggle lack of 
funds forced the strikers into submission. This defeat led them to organise more 
completely, and the Diamond-Workers’ Union now numbers 7,000 members, and 


_is the most powerful Union in Holland. It has premises of its own, a printing 
office and a trade organ with a weekly circulation of nearly 8,000 copies. Hitherto — 


the Jewish and Christian Unionists have marched hand-in-hand. Butas the Union 
has assumed a political and socialistic character a separate organisation sprang 
into existence, provoked also by the fact that the Jews were beginning to work 
on Saturday. The new Union, called “ Bezalel,” was founded by a Rabbi, and 
last April contained about 250 members. Its purpose, however, is more religious 
and philanthropic than political, although one of the conditions of membership 
is the repudiation of socialistic doctrines. The parent union, however, has suc- 


ceeded in reducing the hours of labour from 12 per day (before the year 1894) to 


60 per week at the present time. In addition to the two Unions already men- 
tioned there are also about 200 Jewish diamond-polishers, who are members of 
the Diamond Polishers’ Union, founded in 1868. : , 

The picture which our author gives of the Dutch diamond-cutter's daily life 
is certainly an interesting and peculiar one, He is an aristocrat among workers. 
The superior nature of his work seems to inspire his whole life. “It is impos- 
sible to recognise the Jewish workman toiling the live-long day in his long blue 
shirt, in the gentleman of the evening, lounging in the finest cafés of Amster- 
dam. If, in other countries, economy and sobriety are the characteristic traits of 
the Jewish working man, these qualities are the very ones the Jewish diamond’ 
cutter lacks. He lives from day to day with never a thought of the morrow and 
determined, at all costs, to enjoy his existence. His Christian fellow-workman 
has the same characteristics witH the sole difference that his pleasure consists in 
drinking, whilst the Jew loves to eat well and dally with the fair sex. Itis the 
recollection of the high time which he enjoyed after the Franco-German War

during which he often earned 1,000 florins a week, which has engendered in 
him the habits of a bon vivant.” “ Often,” says oe writer, during those days, “he 
could have been seen in the finest restaurants, drinking champagne with his wife 
decked in silks and satins and diamonds, Almost incredible stories are told of 
his foolish extravagance, of gold coins given as pourboires, of Havana cigars 
jit with bank-notes, and of presents, thousands of florins in value, given to his 
wife, kc, &e.; and the choicest fruits, the rarest viands came upon his table.” 
Things have altered a great deal since then ; though they still spend large sums 
merely in amusements, spending whatever they earn. Up till recently, the 
Jewish working man might have been called religious, but his religious senti- 
ments have gradually grown weaker. He is now completely assimilated to his 
Christian fellow workmen ; both remain poor ; but the only difference between 
them is the mode in which they squander their money. , 


The employer prefers the Jew to the Gentile, for though very ill-tempered 


and exacting, he works more regularly and can be better relied upon to carry out 
his promise, 

There are, besides those engaged in the diamond trade, a large number of 
Jewish shoe-makers, cigar-makers, plumbers, upholsterers, hatters, and watch- 
makers. Unfortunately, our ‘author has not been able to obtain exact figures, 
Many of them are very much sweated, working a8 many as 15 hours a day for a 
weekly wage of from 5 to 10 florins ; generally the women do not earn more than 
14 florins. Since 1869, a Union of artisans known as the “ Handwerkers 


Vriendenkring ” has existed at Amsterdam. Last year it contained about 1,000. 


members, of whom 95 per cent. were Jews. At the Hague, as well as at 
Rotterdam, there are also a large number of Jewish working men, especially in 


the latter towns. It is a matter of regret that M. Soloweitschik has not been: 


able to obtain reliable statistics in other industries as well as the diamond trade. 


The Jews in Morocco. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


MoGapor, JULY 1808. 


Your readers will have remarked that my recent references to the fever 
epidemic in Marrakesh were somewhat of a contradictory nature. The fever 
has, indeed, been fluctuating just as the exchange has been doing (much to the 
discomfiture of the mercantile community): and notwithstanding my last 
favourable report, the epidemic, in the definite and much more dreaded form of 
typhoid, has been having full sway in Marrakesh, and is still prevailing at the 
present moment, though lessening in intensity. Arabs, in great numbers, have 
succumbed to it. Likewise, an English lady belonging to the Mission Society, 
who recently went from Mogador, while a few of our coreligionists have not 
escaped it. 

Smallpox is now at its height in this town. It is playing havoc among the 
Arab population. Among the Jews, there are in the Mellah two or three deaths 
daily, but there has been only one single fatal case in the Kasbah. 

On the 3rd inst.,a great concourse of sympathetic friends followed the 
remains of Dr. Edmond Francois to their last resting-place. In him the 
Mogador community loses a genial and much-esteemed friend, and the poor 
classes a noble benefactor. Our indigent coreligionists in particular have good 
reason to mourn the loss of so generous a man. Not only did Dr. Francois 
invariably tend all the poor gratuitously, but he frequently supplied them with 
’ medicines free of charge, and in some cases he was known to give out of his own 
pocket the means wherewith to buy the nourishment which the state of the 
patients rendered imperatively necessary. 

At the Cemetery (which, by the way, has been repaired and renovated, and 
- almost transformed into a beautiful garden, whilst the Jewish burial ground 
remains an unwalled open place in which dogs stray to their heart’s content) 
Monsieur Bertrand, the French Consul, pronounced a touching discourse, in 
which he referred to the deceased’s many acts of charity to the poor of all 
denominations—words which found an echo in the heart of everyone present. 
This was followed by words of thanks for the marked signs of sympathy 
displayed by the assembly from Mons. Jules Bloch, a French Jew, who was the 
most intimate friend of the deceased, and who acted as chief mourner, for Dr. 
Francois had no family here. Dr. Francois originally eame from Roumania. 
He once told me he studied in the same University as Dr. Gaster (the Rey. 
Haham’s brother). a 

Sentence has been passed upon the “Tourmaline” prisoners at the British 
Consular Court in Tangiers. The sailors were sentenced to three weeks, and 
Messrs. Gray and Sebbah (the latter was the Jewish interpreter) to four months’ 
imprisonment. It is understood that the prisoners will subsequently claim com- 
peosenen from the Moorish Government for the brutalities they suffered 
in Sus. | 

Mrs. Corcos remains in Marrakesh. Her eldest daughter, a child of 12 years 


of age, who accompanied her as interpreter, has had a long and dangerous attack © 


of typhoid fever, but the last news happily says that Kaid Maclean’s physician, 
who is attending on her, has now pronounced her out of danger. Altogether 
Mrs. Corcos’ trip has not been one of unalloyed pleasure, and people in Mogador, 
who are ignorant of the motive of her visit, wonder what it is that could have 
induced her to stay so long in Marrakesh at a time when the very presence there 
of a stranger is a danger. 

_ Owing to the extra tax imposed on the slaughtered cattle, there has been a 
misunderstanding in our community. The butchers, finding that the profits were 
much smaller than before, became remiss in their choice of animals, A number 
of Jews, objecting to the inferior quality of the meat, decided to have cows 
killed (and the slaughtering of cows is prohibited in Morocco, though the pro- 
hibition is largely infringed in the interior) outside the town, and they applied 
to Mr. Elmaleh for a Shodhet: Their demand being refused, they took the 
animals to a country Mellah, = hours’ distance from Mogador, and there had 
the animals slaughtered at their leisure. This has resulted in a quarrel, 
Which is not yet settled. | 
. ,,A.correspondent sends me the following incomplete story from Marrakesh : 

At nine o'clock this morning (the 7th inst.) I looked out from my window which 
face the Mellah gates; they were closed. On one side, in front of the gates 
Was a long row of women, clad in sheets, sitting on the ground, rocking to an 

ro,and moaning. On the opposite side were the men, young and old, chanting 

@ ms. It was a weird spectacle, and I was spell-bound. They were in 
trouble, I knew something had happened. What.it was I could not tell. I was 
ut to enquire, for I felt very nervous. when I was informed that a Moor had 

n found dead in the Mellah and the Vizier had ordered the gates to be kept 


closed until the ‘murderer’ should be found. The Jewish community was in 
great trouble. Mr. Joshua Corcos did not lose hig wits. There was no murderer 

be found, he said; the man was a well-known drunkard. He was a constant 
‘isitor at the Mellah. He must have fallen in the streets, in a drunken fit, and he 
ust have died while in that state.” I await further details of this matte

_ NEW CARROT Soup —Ha'f a lb. of medium-sized carrots, two ozs. good beef 
dripping, two czs. of flour, one spoonful of celery seed, bunch of sweet herbs, quarter of 
a pound of lean smoked-beef, one Spanish onion, one quart of stock, salt to taste, half a 
teaspoonful of peppercorns, boil wne hoar, strain, and add a half pint of boiled peas. 
Serve with sippets. 


OMELETTE AU POISSON.— Take, for six persons, the roe of two carp or pike, bleach | 


them by putting them in boiling water for five minutes, slightly salted ; take a piece of some 
fresh sea-fish (preferably mackerel) about the size of a hen’s egg, and ashalot finely minced, 
hash up the roe and the fish very well, and throw the whole into a suucepan with a sufficient 
quantity of fine oil, say two tablespoonfuls ; whip it up. Take another spoonful of oil, mix 
with it pareley and herbs, place it ina long omelette dish, squeeze the juice of a lemon 
over it, and place it on hotembers. Beat up twelve eggs, throw upthe sauté of roe and 
fish, stirring it so as to mix together, then make your omelette in the usual manner, 
endeavouring to turn it out long thick and soft. Spread it carefally on the dish 
prepared for it, and serve at once. Wash down with a good old wine. 

MAILANDER RINDERBRATEN (Milanese Fillet of Beef).—Tate two pounds of 
fillet of beef, rub it well with salt, beat it with a steak-beater to make it perfectly flat, 
then take two ounces cf fat smoked beef and a quarter of a pound of smoked ox-tongue, chop 
both coarsely and fill the meat with same. One pound of tomatoes cut small, pepper and a 
little cayenne and a minced onion, roll into the meat, tie it up with string or tape, and put 
it with a tablespoonful of fat, a little more onion, two glasses of claret and one glass of 
boiling water into a stewpan, and stew gently. Put one-half of well-washed rice and 
about three large mushrooms, chopped fine, in another stewpan with two quarts of stock, 
a little salt, and let it simmer slowly until soft. When dishing up, garnish the rice round 
the meat and pour the gravy over it and serve. : 

WHITE FRICASSKE.—Clean, cut, and kosher a nice fowl, put it into a saucepan with 
just cold water enough to cover it, and add a few strips of smoked-beef. Cover closely and 
let it heat slowly and cook until the meat is tender, then add a small onion, a little 
parsley, pepper and salt. When it comes to a buil again, add three well-beaten eggs and 
two heaped tablespoonfuls of flour, beaten together. Adda few spoonfuls of the liquid, 
and «hen drop a little at the time in the fricassée, keep stirring. Half-pound of mushrooms 
improves the flavour. 

GATKAU A LA MADELEINE,—Three eggs, the weight in flour, sugar and Verbene. 
Fill Dariol moulds half full and bake them four half-an-hour. When cold, scoop the 
middle out, and fill with any kind of preserve. For fish suppers fill them with whipped 
cream. 

SWEET POTATO PUDDING —Grate half-pound of sweet potatoes, the rind of one 
lemon, juice and rind of one orange, quarter teaspoonful of mace, half-pound of sugar, 
six ounces of Albene, eight eggs, half teaspoonful of salt, one even teaspoonful of cinna- 
mon, one gil of sherry, and two tablespoonfuls of brandy. After this mixture ‘is 
thoroughly beaten up, turn it into a greased baking-dish and bake in a moderately quick 
oven for three-quarters of an hour. Serve hotor could. . 

MOULDED PEARS.—Ten pears, eight cloves, sugar to taste, a little water to make the 
syrup, a small piece of stick cinnamon, one half-pint of raisin wine, a strip of lemon peel, 
the juice of half a lemon, and half-an-ounce of gelatine. Bake the pears in a jar until 
tender, when done lay them in a plain wetted mould, buil the wine, peel, and gelatine for 
five minutes. Strain the mixture lukewarm over the pears, and sec it inice. Turn out on 
a glass dish.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The Special ‘‘ Palestica.’’ 


The Report of the Zionist Conference (held in London on March 6th, 1808) 
has been issued as a special number of Palestina, and may also be obtained from 
Greenberg and Co., 80, Chancery Lane, for one shilling. This publication will be 
found useful for reference, but as the “ Jewish CuronicLe” gave full reports 
and criticims of the papers read at the Conference, it is unnecessary to comment 
on them now in much detail. Moreover, recent events have tended so to change 
the aspect of the Zionist movement in England that criticism on the Conference 
would be more or less superfluous and irrelevant. 


Yet it is pleasing to be able to assert that this pamphlet of 94 pages has a 
permanent literary value. In the front rank must be placed the paper of Dr. 8. A. 
Hirsch, on “ The National Idea as Part of the Zionist Programme.” Colonel 
C. R. Conder’s paper on “The Jews in Palestine” precedes Dr. Hirsch’s, but 
while this paper received at the time the attention it well deserved, the essay of 
Dr. Hirsch was not so fairly treated. It is undoubtedly the best philosophical plea 


~ yet raised on behalf of’nationalism as a worthy ideal, and though the plea leaves 


one quite unconvinced, it will give much matter for serious thought. Most 
of the other papers, excellent though they were, were practical rather than 
literary. 


One other paper, however; deserves special mention. Mr. E. Ish-Kishor's 
address on “ The Spread of Hebrew as a Living Language” deals worthily and 
ably with a pressing subject. This is a matter which ought not be allowed to 
drift. Unless we wish to see a hybrid speech, a new jargon, rise in place 
of classical Hebrew, a Conference of Hebraists should be speedily held in 
order to formulate the principles on which the new Hebrew should grow and 
purify itself. Mr. Ish-Nishor would find many non-Zionists with him in several 
of his proposals.

To sympathy which must in human heart 

Be stirred ere happiness can fill the earth ! 
Foul selfishness will make him seek his own 
Advantage, aye, will blind his eye and stall 

His tongue when he might move to act, or speak 
To help a fallen brother! 7 


But now a voice was heard as the angelic chorus died away, ‘so soft, so 
sweet, so pure, so clear, so beautiful, that all stood rapt and lost in ecstasy.” It 
was the Angel of Love who pleaded for man, and undertook the fulfilment of 
the seraph-song, “ His glory filleth the whole earth,” if only she were permitted 
to touch the heart of mankind. The Creator intervenes, declaring that man’s 
birth was decreed, and Love with Peace and Charity, Purity and Righteousness 
must be his Guardian Angels. ! 

Upiversal happiness 
Shall then exist, and be for ever known! 
This miracle shalt thou, O Love, achieve, 
For in this happiness on earth I find 
My glory. 


This concludes the introduction. The poet then has a vision, in which the

Mr. Zangwill again offers his wedded volumes to a world jaded enough to 
welcome a refreshing draught of sparkling humour, We add our own Amen!

The Grand Maujik. 

Leo Tolstoy, a study in Personal Evolution, by G. H. Perris, with a pre- 
fatory note by F. Volkhovsky, has been published by Fisher Unwin. The great 
novelist is how more than 70 years of age; and if it is premature to pretend to 
analyse his life-work definitively, the study before us will do much to prepare 
for the ultimate appreciation. ‘The great central fact about Leo Tolstoy is that 
he is a thinker first, and a writer afterwards. In an age when there is a pro- 
fessional class of literary men, that distinction must be kept in mind. He has 
been fifty years in coming to his present standpoint—always struggling for the 
light, seeing it more'or less clearly, speaking and writing all the time, so that 
his steps can be precisely traced. And after all his mental wanderings he has 
come to the view that there is nothing but religion worth striving for. Religion 
as he understands it, is Christianity, but so. altered, so purified of creed, that it 
may as reasonably be embraced as any other Unitarianism, by those to 
whom the special forms with which a historic religion enriches dogma and 
humanizes practice make no special appeal. But in truth this earnest worker, 
this involuntary and therefore great and effective artist, is not destined to find 
his mission in converting the Western world. For us it is his art which attracts, 
and none the less because, like Wordsworth and Browning, he strenuously resists 
the temptation to pursue art merely for the sake of beauty. His life-work is in 
Russia. As he fed the peasants in the famine, and resigned his 
ancestral acres because he thought it a crime to live delicately while 
the Mujik toiled and starved, so he has given of the best of his 


intellect for the advancement of those humble millions with their great 


capacity and perhaps their great future, upon whose misery and ignorance 
is built the portentous fabric of Russian military rule. Perhaps the penny book- 
lets he circulates will avail to teach these suffering masses the creed that Tolstoy 
holds—one not greatly differing from Zola’s, though the men have many points 
of dissimilarity—that truth alone is valuable and to be sought. But Tolstoy, 
with the peculiar Russian genius for self-sacrificing devotion, adds to truth the 
duty of love, not the erotic passion, but the love of one’s neighbour, the virtue 
of giving up one’s own apparent advantage for the good of therace. The political 
doctrine he teaches is more insidious than the plots of the Nihilists. Non- 
resistance is his panacea for overcoming the manifold oppressions of officialism, 
for he knows that the tchinovniks cannot put a whole people into prison. The 
book before us, in telling the story of Tolstoy, furnishes a still more interesting 
picture of Russian society, and will assist us all to understand the virtues which 
make possible the continued existence of its vices, Thesternand repellent features 
of the national physiognomy are on the surface, but as the toiling myriads gather 
consciousness and accumulate power the military caste may, perhaps, be sub- 
merged, and a happier era may dawn for Jews and Christians in Russia herself, 


and for the world, which her misused power now menaces.

The Comité de Bienfaisance, the principal Jewish philanthropic institution in 
Paris, has recently published its annual report. The Committee again complain of 
the inadequate number of annual subscribers, barely 90) out of a total Jewish 
population of at least 50,000. The charity makes permanent and temporary 
allowances, grants loans, gives pensions to the blind, looks after deserted children 
and a number of orphans, distributes matzos, provides hot meals to pupils of 
Jewish schools during winter, and food in soup kitchens (one being appropriately 
located in the Rue des Juifs), affords medical relief, assists persons to emigrate, 
and grants subventions towards payment of rent. The total expenditure on all 
these departments was 491,171 francs, and the income was 479.249 francs. The 
deficit would have been larger but for a special anonymous donation of 15,0000 
francs.

GERMANY. 


The Library of the late Geheimer Justizrath Professor Dr. L. Goldschmidt 
which as was already reported has been bequeathed to the Berlin University, 
has been assigned as to the Greek part, by order of the Senate of the University, 
to the library of the University in the Dorotheenstrasse. The works dealing 
with jurisprudence, state-laws and history have been handed over to the 
Seminary of these branches. Thanks are due to the nephew of the deceased 
who forewent his right of making a selection of books for his own use. Dr. 
Oscar Goldschmidt has, moreover, given 1,000 marks to the Freitisch fund of the 
High School and 1,000 marks for the aid-fund. 

~The construction of the new synagogue in the Liitzowstrasse, Berlin, has 
progressed so far that the dedication will take place in September of this year. 
The new temple is built on the same style as the one in the Lindenstrasse, and 
has a seating capacity of 1,600. Adjoining the synagogue is an annex for the 
third Religious Classes of the community. Amongst those who were elected in 
the Vorstand are Herr Justizrath Mayer and Herr Friinkel. . 

Dr. Rudolf Cohn, hitherto private Docent of Pharmacology and Medical 
Chemistry at the University of Koenigsberg, has been promoted to the rank of 
Professor at that institution. | 

The new Jewish Home for Incurables for the German-Jewish community 
of Hamburg has just been opened, and fills a long-felt want. The erection of 
the Institution was made possible by the munificent bequests of the late Herren 
Louis Lachmann and Joseph Schlesinger, and a generous donation of Herr 
Hermann Pinkus, At present there is accommodation for 20 inmates, but pro- 
vision has been made for the eventual admittance of twice that number, wo 

_ A large concourse of persons, chiefly members of the medical profession, 
attended, on the 4th inst., the funeral of Dr. Alfred Hulich, Assistant Doctor at 
the Emperor Frederick Hospital for Children in Berlin. Dr. Hulich, who was 
only twenty-eight years of age, died a victim to his calling, having caught scarlet 
fever from a young patient at the hospital. One of the most touching incidents 
at the funeral was the delivery of the oration by the deceased's father, Rabbiner 
Dr. Hulich. 

Jewish students at the Berlin University have again distinguished themselves 
in the matter of prizes. The City Prize, which is awarded by the Medical 
Faculty, was gained by: Herr Arthur Friinkel, and the Historical Prize of the 
Philosophical Faculty by Herr Bruno Rappaport. 


The Court at Cologne has recently adjudicated on a case in which a Jewish 
tradesman was summoned for contravening the Factory Act by employing his 
assistants on Sundays and Christian holidays. The defendant pleaded that his 
shop was closed on Saturdays, that his employs on Sunday afternoon were Jews, 
and that he had never employed Christians on that day. The Court however,

DUBLIN.

Wade for the efficient manner in which the excursion had been organised_and 
carried out, and to Mrs. Mendelsohn, Mrs. Allan, Mrs. Hartnett and Miss 
Knight for having assisted in promoting the pleasures of the occasion. Sincere 
regret was expressed at the unavoidable absence of Mrs, M. E. Solomons, Presi- 
dent of the Ladies’ Committee, who always takes such active part in whatever 
concerns the advantage and amusement of the children and members of the 
community. Cheers were given for Mrs. De Groot and the ladies of the 
Committee. Miss Dora Rubinstein and Miss Leah Shreider have recently 
passed the third and second years’ examinations as mistresses of the school, and 
thus are qualifying themselves to become eventually regular classed teachers 
under the Commissioners of National Education. 


LIVERPOOL. 

A large crowd of Jewish residents of this city awaited Dr. Dembo at the 
station last Friday, giving him a hearty reception and escorting him to the 
Adelphi Hotel. On Saturday afternoon a large number of coreligionists came 
to pay their respects, and on the invitation of the Wardens of the Crown Street 
Synagogue (New Beth Hamedrash) he attended Mincha Service. The syna- 

ogue was crowded to excess, The Reader, the Rey. H. Mecht, sang Baruch 
Habo, and delivered a short address of welcome. , 

On Sunday a large Zionist meeting was held in the Oddfellows’ Hall, St. 
Anne Street, more than one thousand persons being present. The President, Mr. M. 
Rosenberg, Headmaster of the Hebrew Schools, occupied the chair, and in intro- 
ducing Dr, Dembo spoke of the great work and service he had rendered to the 
whole Jewish nation and the great honours that had been bestowed upon him 
by the Russian Government. Dr, Dembo, in reply, impressed upon all present 
the necessity of being good Jews, and at the same time law-abiding citizens. 
The Zionist movement was very dear to him, and in his opinion it was impossible 
for any Jew not to be a Zionist. He had no doubt that Zionism would solve the 
Jewish Question. The Rev. J. Harrisand Mr. Price ( Vice-Presidents), the Rev. 
A. Rutkowsky, Messrs. A. Liebschutz, Robinson (Manchester), Halpern and 
Ginsberg were among the subsequent speakers. At the conclusion of the 
meeting, a reception and banquet was given by the Ancient Order of Maccabwans 
at the house of Mr. Ramm, 22, Canterbury Street. After the toast of the 
Royal Family had been duly honoured, Mr, Rosenberg gave the health of the 
guest of the evening, which was received with musical honours.

If the stirring services on the approach- 
ing awful days were to be signs of their real efforts to be reconciled to God, they 
must realise that to appear before God suddenly, abruptly, without previous 
preparation might be as hopeless an attempt as for an offender against a morta!

|FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


An open-air meeting in support of the Jewish weavers in Bialystok was 
held on candat last on the Mile End Waste. Thirteen Jewish ne English 
Trade Unions took part, the result being very encouraging, over £1) being 
collected on the spot. The Committee desires to express its thanks to the 
various unions for the assistance rendered, and appeals for increased support. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the London Tailors’, Machinists’ and Pressers’ 
Union has decided at the instance of the tailors, to agitate against the piecework 
system, a Union of tailors only has been formed. It is called the United 
Tailors’ Union, and the meeting place is 47, Commercial Street, E. Tailors only 
are admitted, the meetings taking place every Sunday evening at 6) o'clock. 

The Manchester tailors are also up in arms against the piecework system, 
labouring under the same evils as the workers in London. 

The Tailors’, Machinists’ and Pressers’ Union, White Lion Hotel, Horse 
Fair, Birmingham, has appointed an Arbitration Committee to consider the 
disputes between masters and men. This is an exceedingly good departure. 
The Union, which was only established recently, has a fairly large membership, 
which is increasing rapidly, ‘The Slipper Makers’ Union of the same town is 
also progressing. | | 


HEBREW TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION.—A meeting of the members of this Associa-
